This is the net effect o f the Ohio Supreme 
Co urt ruling in the Hardin Co unty case — 
that o peratio n o f Amish scho o ls which fail 
to co me up to state standards canno t be 
sto pped by co urt injunctio ns. Prev io usly , in 
Ohio it has been clearly established that the 
pro b'em o f sub-par educatio n co uld no t be 
so lv ed by try ing to punish Amish parents 
thro ug h taking their children o ut o f their 
cust> dy . 


IN ALL PROBABILITY, then, the questio n 
cf whether Amish children sho uld be al­ 
lo wed 
to attend 
scho o ls 
o perateti 
under 
Amish standards is no t g o ing to be an­ 
swered in Ohio at all. 


The o nly co nceiv able way the General As­ 
sembly co uld answ er it wo uld be to rew rite 
the entire co mpulso ry educatio n sectio n o f 
the Ohio statutes dealing with educatio n. By 
the time law m akers had carted lo o pho les 
larg e eno ug h to g iv e the Amish the freedo m 
fro m mo dern educatio n they insist o n hav ­ 
ing they wo uld hav e destro y ed the standards 


that m ake co mpulso ry educatio n meaning ful. 
Fo rtunately , 
the 
Amish 
pro blem 
isn't 
statewide. It is scattered; it is lo cal. The 
Amish are o ne o f o nl a few m ino rities with 
relig io us co nv ictio ns that bar ev en elem en­ 
tal subject m atter in scho o ls. Their inbred 
and sy stem atic state o f ig no rance o f the 
wo rld is no t an acute pro blem, thanks to 
th c r po licy o f liv ing to them selv es, taking 
care o f o ne ano ther and stay ing o ut o f pub­ 
lic affairs. 


THERE’S A MORAL in this Anush dilem ­ 
ma fo r Ohio ans — an unpleasant o ne Here 
is the So uth's pro blem o f deseg reg atio n in 
ie\erse, and Ohio is making no mo re head­ 
way with it than Mississippi, Geo rg ia. Lo u­ 
isiana and Alabama are making with their 
pro blem 
Ohio Amish do no t want to be integ rated. 
They want to stay seg reg ated, and thev a r­ 
dently w ant "integ ratio nists” to let them 
alo ne. 
The Amish are no t unfriendly . They are 
no t ho stile. They are no t mischiev o us and 
certainly they aren't malicio us. But they do 
want to be let alo ne, to educate o r no t to 
tducaie their children as they please. 
There are times when Ohio 's co mpulso ry 
educatio n pro v isio ns, them selv es, seem to 
be the tro uble, no t o nly with Amish educa­ 
tio n but with pro blem s o f educatio n in g en­ 
eral. But unless the General Assembly is in 
the mo o d fo r a g eneral rev isio n, it had bet­ 
ter no t try to do 
a piecemeal jo b o n the 
Anush.

W hile Republicans in the General Assem ­ 
bly are who o ping up budg et-cutting

has 
been particularly true o f the federal g o v ­

Still ano ther piece o f no nsense has been 
tied into the arg um ent o v er ho w much g o v ­ 
ernm ent sho uld spend. This is the idea that 
g o v ernm ent spending sho uld no t decline, no 
m atter ho w far the eco no my m ay sag . 
It 
used to be that tax es cam e do wn o cca­ 
sio nally to g iv e tax pay ers 
a breather. To ­ 
day tax es nev er co me do wn they just keep 
g o ing up, either thro ug h bo o sts in rates o r 
shifts in po licy and emphasis. And ev en at 
that they nev er catch up to spending

W ashing to n.

it replace the sales tax as Ohio’s 
chief source of general fund mon­ 
ey. The Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion would like to see it replace 
a chunk of the property taxes 
that support schools and other 
local functions. 
But two top officials represent­ 
ing both parties — DiSalle and 
House Speaker Roger Cloud, R- 
Logan — see little likelihood that 
either group will get its way in 
the foreseeable future. 
One of the reasons is that 62 
Ohio municipalities already are 
levying their own income taxes 
and more of them are certain 
to turn to that means of meet­ 
ing their burgeoning local money 
needs. 


Would Cripple Cities 


Under Ohio’s pre-emption doc­ 
trine, the state would wipe out 
the cities’ right to levy income 
taxes if it went into that field. 
And under the present constitu­ 
tional provision it would have to 
return half the revenue to local 
subdivisions. 
“ A 
state 
income 
tax 
would 
turn our 
whole 
system 
topsy­ 
turvy,” DiSalle says. “ We would 
have to revamp the whole tax­ 
ing 
structure, 
providing 
some­ 
thing for the cities to use in 
place of it.” 
“ The state ought not to inter­ 
vene in that field because the 
cities already have gone into it,” 
Cloud says 
“ They have set up 
budgets heavily involving the in­ 
come tax. 


Would Be Limited 
“ On top of 
that, the 
amount 
and degree of 
federal 
income 
taxation precludes a heavy use 
of income tax by the state. You 
couldn’t consider any more than 
1 or 2 per cent.” 
DiSalle agrees with that, and 
goes on to point out that any 
state income tax that would be 
effective in replacing some other 
source would “ have to be tre­ 
mendous, with few or no exemp­ 
tions.” 
“ I don’t think the rank and 
file of labor members are for 
a state income tax,” the gover­ 
nor says. “ Their leaders are for 
it. but they want high exemp­ 
tions 
which

destroy the base.” 


Basic Structure 


Both DiSalle and Cloud beieve 
it would be wise to retain the 
basic structure of Ohio’s taxing 
system.

Cloud says. “ The stgte has kept 
for itself the excise taxes. This 
is because excise taxes are best 
collected and administered on a 
standard, centralized basis.” 
With the increasing use of in­ 
come taxes by cities and vil­ 
lages, 
DiSalle 
sees 
a 
gradual 
change within the basic state­ 
wide setup. 
“ I can see the day when local 
government 
support will 
come 
from income taxes, school financ­ 
ing from 
property 
taxes 
and 
state government will continue to 
rely on excise taxes,” the gov­ 
ernor says. 


Grows With Population 


“ The advantage of the excise 
tax is that it grows with popu­ 
lation and economic growth. If 
we can get caught up on some 
of our back needs, the state can 
keep abreast of its money de­ 


mands with the excise field. 
“ This is a hard time to catch 
up because the present produc­ 
tive segment of the population 
is small, reflecting the depres­ 
sion days of the 
1930s. 
When 
the way and postwar generation 
moves into the production field, 
our economy will surge upward. 


“ The trouble right now is pro­ 
viding the money to educate that 
generation so it will be able to 
oroduce.” 


DiSalle also sees a close rela­ 
tionship between Ohio’s potential 
industrial growth and its lack of 
an income tax. 


Advantage for Ohio 


“ This is one of our advantages 
industrially 
over the 18 
states 
which have income 
taxes,” 
he 
says. “ Our refusal to tax incomes 
will preserve our industrial sound­ 
ness as much as any one factor 
can do it.” 


The governor takes issue with 
organized labor’s argument that 
an income tax would be fairer 
than a sales tax. 


“ The sales tax is not as unfair 
as many people think,” he says. 
The basic exemption for food is 
comparable to the $600 individual 
exemption in the federal income 
tax. In some income and age 
groups, it is greater than the fed­ 
eral exemption. The sales tax cer­ 
tainly is not all bad.” 
Cloud believes it might be wise 
in the future to broaden the per­ 
mission for local use of income 
taxes, especially for counties and 
school districts. He points out that 
counties already are permitted to 
levy an income tax if they adopt 
charter government (which none 
has so far). 


Cites Local Problems 
“ This 
might 
be 
valuable 
in 
handling 
local 
problems t h a t 
transcend local boundary lines,” 
the speaker asserts. “ I ’m think­ 
ing, for instance, of higher edu­ 
cation 
through 
community col­ 
leges, which could be established 
on a countywide basis. 
“ But from the 
local angle, it 
would be better for the people to 
impose the income tax on them­ 
selves than for the state to do it. 
The state would have to set up a 
distribution formula for returning 
some of it to the localities. It’s 
difficult, if not impossible, to de­ 
vise a distribution formula t h a t 
will be fair to every subdivision.
